‘‘(d) BUDGET SCOREKEEPING.—(1) Imme-
diately upon enactment of the Sergeant
First Class Heath Robinson Honoring our
Promise to Address Comprehensive Toxics
Act of 2022, expenses authorized to be appro-
priated to the Fund in subsection (c) shall be
estimated for fiscal year 2023 through fiscal
year 2031 and treated as budget authority
that is considered to be direct spending—

““(A) in the baseline for purposes of section
257 of the Balanced Budget and Emergency
Deficit Control Act of 1985 (2 U.S.C. 907);

“(B) by the Chairman of the Committee on
the Budget of the Senate and the Chair of
the Committee on the Budget of the House of
Representatives, as appropriate, for purposes
of budget enforcement in the Senate and the
House of Representatives;

“(C) under the Congressional Budget Act of
1974 (2 U.S.C. 621 et seq.), including in the re-
ports required by section 308(b) of such Act (2
U.S.C. 639); and

‘(D) for purposes of the Statutory Pay-As-
You-Go Act of 2010 (2 U.S.C. 931 et seq.).

““(2)(A) Except as provided in subparagraph
(B), amounts appropriated to the Fund for
fiscal years 2023 through 2031 pursuant to
this section shall be counted as direct spend-
ing under the Congressional Budget and Im-
poundment Control Act of 1974 (2 U.S.C. 621
et seq.) and any other Act.

‘“(B) Any amounts appropriated to the
Fund in excess of the amount specified under
subsection (c)(2) shall be scored as discre-
tionary budget authority and outlays for any
estimate of an appropriations Act.”.

S. CoN. RES. 42

Resolved by the Senate (the House of Rep-

resentatives concurring),

SECTION 1. HONORING THE LAST SURVIVING
MEDAL OF HONOR RECIPIENT OF
WORLD WAR II.

In recognition of Hershel Woodrow
“Woody” Williams, the last surviving recipi-
ent of the Medal of Honor for acts performed
during World War II, his remains shall be
permitted to lie in honor in the rotunda of
the Capitol on Thursday, July 14, 2022, in
order to honor the Greatest Generation and
the more than 16,000,000 men and women who
served in the Armed Forces of the United
States from 1941 to 1945. The Architect of the
Capitol, under the direction of the President
pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker
of the House of Representatives, shall take
all necessary steps for the accomplishment
of that purpose.

NATIONAL DEFENSE AUTHORIZA-
TION ACT FOR FISCAL YEAR 2023

Mr. SMITH of Washington. Mr.
Speaker, pursuant to House Resolution
1224, I call up the bill (H.R. 7900) to au-
thorize appropriations for fiscal year
2023 for military activities of the De-
partment of Defense and for military
construction, to prescribe military per-
sonnel strengths for such fiscal year,
and for other purposes, and ask for its
immediate consideration in the House.

The Clerk read the title of the bill.

The SPEAKER pro tempore. Pursu-
ant to House Resolution 1224, in lieu of
the amendment in the nature of a sub-
stitute recommended by the Com-
mittee on Armed Services printed in

the bill, an amendment in the nature of
a substitute consisting of the text of
Rules Committee Print 117-54, is con-
sidered adopted and the bill, as amend-
ed, is considered read.

The text of the bill, as amended, is as
follows:

H.R. 7900

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep-
resentatives of the United States of America in
Congress assembled.

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the ‘“‘National De-
fense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2023°°.
SEC. 2. ORGANIZATION OF ACT INTO DIVISIONS;
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
